Election/ Restrictions 

1 . Newly submitted claims 4-18 are directed to an invention that is independent or 
distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: Applicant has added 
method and article claims, which would be restricted out as they are classified in different 
search areas. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for 
prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 4-18 are withdrawn from consideration as 
being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. 

Response to Amendment 

2. The Examiner has carefully considered Applicant's remarks dated 06/20/05. 
Applicant's amendment to Claims 1-3 has been entered. However adding the limitation of the 
sewing thread being wrapped around a spool does not add any patentable weight to the 
limitations. Both the cited art and the current claims are directed to a coated thread, the 
way that it is used is irrelevant to with respect to the textile, and anything thereafter is 
intended use. With regard to Applicant's traversal that the cited art in nonanalogous, it is 
the Examiner's position that both the Application and the cited art require a thread that is 
coated with an adhesive, how you use the thread is intended use. Additionally, most tires 
have fibers or fabric (textiles) in the prepreg before they are molded into shape. Further, for 
the purposes of amending the Claims the Examiner would like to kindly point out that any 
sheath/core type of thread wherein the sheath is an adhesive would also read on the current 
claims. Therefore Applicant's arguments are not found to be persuasive and the rejection is 
maintained.
